The firſt is ſo Abſurd, That I- wonder 
any Human Creature can maintain 1t: For, - 
when France has 300000 * Regular Troops 
n Pay,” Is it a proper Time then for Eng- 
Immd to leave it ſelf Defenceleſs #* When 
France 1s turning its Plowſhares into Swords, - 
IS England" to turn its Swords into Plow- 
ſhares > When France ( as all the Foreign 

Lerrers ſay ) is watching to Renton ie 
Disbanded Troops of the Confederates into 
their Service ; Is this a Time for us'to Re- 
form our Army ? To Disband Troops,which 
have ' coſt | ſo much Time and 'Money to 
make them uſctul>-' Troops, which have pro-' 
curcd you Glory abroad,and Peace at home; 
Troops, which ' iti fpighe of the NENIE 
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Frence, and the Politicks of the Jeſuits, have 
abatcd their Pride, and confounded their 
Devices : And docs our Author think with 
a Pomp of Words, and ſome lamentable 
Ends of Latin and Hiſtory, ( like Sir Formal 
Trifle with his Orator j.) to catch a Parlia- 
ment of England in his. Mouſe-trap: of a 
Raw Militia ? Docs he think to do that for 
the King of France and King James with a 
Daſh. of Ins Pen, which, as I ſaid before, the 
greateſt Skill and Force that ever was known 
m the World has failed in? If he does, he 
has undoubtedly as good an Opinion ( at 
leaſt ) of his Parts, as they deſerve.

Security, that Point alone makes me a 
Friend to an _ .Ler the. Author con- 
vince me, 1 amfafte without an Army, and 
_ need no Rhetorick to perfwade me

Thus 1s a pretty Jin- 
gle of Words I own, and that's all that's in 
It; for Pray, how did Cromwel”s Army raiſc 
Money; I fancy they did not raiſe much, 
becauſe I find, that he ſent a great part of 
them a Goldfinding to the Weſt-Indies ; and 
I think, he need not have ſcnt fo far for it, 
if he could haye raiſed it by his Army at 
home. But the Truth of the Matter is, 
This was an Army of Engliſh Militia, com- 
poſed according to the Author's Model of

Servants of 
Freeholders, will always give into the Opi- 
mon and Inclination of the Majority of the 
People of England, For now the Majority 
of the People of England being weary of 
the Rump, the Army grew weary of x Bra 


too, and turn'd them out; And the Majo. 


rity, of the People of England. having an 

Inclination to Reſtore K. Chartes, the Army: 

joined in. this Inclination too, and brought 
im in. 

It may be our Author may ſay, that they 
only obeyed the.

ing and giving-up' of . their Maſters and Gce- 
nerals, 'as: I have alrcady ſhewed you in the 
Caſe of Lambert and K. James : It K. Charles, 
who - was the Darling of all, that did not 
thoroughly know him, . durſt not ary the 
Trick, and K. James ſuttered fo ſeverely for 


" itwhcn he did ; I can (ce no reaſon to be fo 


apprehenſive of our preſent Army, as to run 
the Hazard of a Forcign Conqueſt by Dil- 
banding it, for tear of being Conquered by 
it at Home : And if this Army be carcfully 
provided with Ofhcers of known Aﬀection 
to the Government, paid by the Parliament, 
and continued from year to year, they will 
then be a Parliament Army, and ſtanding 
only upon their good Behaviour from year 
to _ They wall, as the Text ſays, Take 
heed leſt they fall : And the Caſe being thus

Vote tor Disbanding ; for, 
I ſaid before, I am not fonder of an Ars 
my than the Author, when it is not abſo- 
lutely neccflary to our Prefervation 5 Which 
at this time, I muſt beg leave to think it is;
